Total  of  all  samples  -  215;  62  formal  and  155  informal.  6 

formal  and  25  Informal  samp3.es  were  adulterated,  representing  a 
percentage  adulteration  of  13.5.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  when 
compared  with  the  figure  for  1943  .(3  per  cent). 

94  samples  of  milk  were  examined  and  13  found  adulterated.  Four 
of  the  formal  adulterated  samples  contained  extraneous  water  to  the 
extent  of  10.3,  11.6,  1.5  and  1.6  per  cent  respectively,  the  other 
being  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  2  per  cent.  Of  the  informal 
adulterated  samples,  four  contained  extraneous  water  to  the  extent  of 
71.2,  7,  2  and  12  per  cent  respectively,  and  four  samples  were 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  3.3,  4.3,  3.3  and  2  per  cent 
respectively.  The  average  analysis  of  the  samples  was  Fat  3.8  per 
cent,  and  Non-fatty  Solid3  8.9  per  cent,  which  'was  very  satisfactory. 
Proceedings  we re  instituted  against  the  Vendors  of  the  two  formal 
samples  which  contained  10.3  and  11.6  per  cent  of  extraneous  water. 

Eight  samples  of  Drugs  were  submitted,  and  they  all  we re  genuine 
and  of  good  quality,  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  British 
Pharmac opoe ia , 

Three  samples  of  Baking  Powder  and  one  of  Self  Raising  Flour  were 
adulterated,  being  deficient  in  Carbon  Dioxide.  It  was  not  considered 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  these  cases. 

Seven  samples  of  Pudding  Mixture,  one  of  Plasmon  Oats,  and  one  of 
Vegs table  Soup  wore  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  These 
were  test  samples  of  food  shop  stocks  under  inspection  by  the  Food 
Inspectors,  and  resulted  in  the  withdrawal  of  the  stocks  concerned. 

Three  samples  of  Gin  were  found  to  be  adulterated  to  the  extent  of 
100  per  cent  water.  Proceedings  in  these  cases  were  instituted  by 
the  Police. 
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There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  and  amount  of  repairs  carried 
out  to  dwellinghouses . 

Repairs  were  secured  to  386  houses  during  the  year.

In  April,  1944,  the  Council  appointed  a  full  time  Rodent  Officer 
and  4  operatives  to  carry  out  the  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  time  had  to  be  expended 
on  the  organisation  of  the  service  and  on  a  survey  of  the  area  for 
infestations.

In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  of  school 
children,  many  children  are  inspected  as  "specials 11  by  the  Medical 
Officers,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Clinics  are  more  central  for  the 
attendance  of  parents  than  at  the  senior  schools.  This  also  applies 
to  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  Orthopaedic  defects  and  other  cases  referred 
by  local  medical  practitioners,  head  teachers  and  school  nurses  for 
examination  and  treatment  (if  necessary)  under  the  Authority’s  scheme. 
Many  parents  attend  with  their  children  for  advice  and  medical 
certificates  for  school  attendance  purposes.

CIVIL  DEFENCE 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  in 
Charge  of  the  Casualty  Services,  which  has  added  an  immense  amount 
of  work  during  the  year,  and  has  necessarily  curtailed  the  peace-time 
routine  duties  in  other  departments. 


Day  and  residential  nurseries ;  evacuated  children  in  sick-bay 
and  hostel;  have  also  thrown  additional  work  on  the  department.
